\RY OF RISING DRUG PERIL 
‘UNDER DRY LAW REFUTED 


Reports and Surveys for Decade 
and Authorities’ Findings Point 
to Wane in Addiction 


[This is the fourteenth article on the result of prohibition in the 
United States prepared by Prof. Herman Feldman of Dartmouth College 
for the Christian Science Monitor and published in The Times. | 

Every time some group petitioning for modification wants 
to “jazz up” its case, it drags in something about the drug 
menace. Hence the country has for several years been treated 
:0 assertions about alarming increases in drug addiction caused | 


by prohibition. 

After examining all the reports and 
surveys in the past decad~. and con- 
sulting with the best authorities on 
drug addiction in New York, Washing- 
ton and elsewhere, I have not been 
: 4@ to Gnd even a pretense of sta- 
tistical information which would back 
up such assertions. 

A rather prolonged effort to get at 
the facts resulted in the following 
conclusions: 


(1.) There is no evidence whatever 
to show that in the nation as a whole 
t*;re has been an increase in the 
number of addicts while almost all 
the official reports and surveys pro- 
claim a large decrease. | 

(2.) On the more immediate ques- 
tion of the relation of prohibition to 


(drug addiction these authorities see 


no reason why present conditions 
should cause any increase. 

The facts they present would sug- 
gect exactly the opposite tendency 
to that asserted. The amended Har- 
rison Act of 1914 limiting the legal 
consumption of narcotic drugs to 
bona fide medical treatment and mak- 
ing strict regulations for controlfing 
the quantity imported, manufactured, 
exported or used, became effective 
about the same time as the Eigh- 
teenth Amendment. Some authorities 
to be quoted maintain that the very 
rigid enforcement of the narcotic law, 
a8 against the lax enforcement of pro- 
hibition has had the result that some 
addicts have given up drugs and 
turned to Mquor; but all deny that 
any evidence exists to indicate that 
prohibition has increased the number 
of drug addicts. 


ABSURD STATEMENT 


To say that the rmed drinker 
has been forced to e to nar- 
cotic drugs implies the absurd state- 
ment that it is much easier to get 
narcotic drugs than to get liquor. 
Such is the severity of enforcement 
that it is a great deal harder to get 
narcotic drugs; they are a great deal 
more expensive, and there is no so- 
cial sentiment whatever to support 
the dope peddier or dope addict. 

The authoritative reports and sur- 
veys uniformly reach one of two con- 
clusions. Most assert that there has 
been a decrease of addiction and a 
few that there are no facts what- 
ever which would indicate an in- 
crease. One of the latter denies that 
we can know the trend in either 
direction. I do not maintain that 
there has been a decrease in rug 
addiction, although the available in-

During the five years, 1911-1915 


. before the movement for State-wide 


prohibition had made real headway 
or war-time restriction and nationa! 
prohibition had any part, there was 
an average annua] importation of 
495.469 pounds of opium, while dur- 
ing 1922-1926 the average was only 
106,003 pounds. Likewise, as against 
an average annual importation of 
1,068,394 pounds of coca leaves in 
1911-1915, there were only 180,293 
pounds imported on the average dur- 
ing 1922-1925. 

Of course we must take into ac- 
count smuggled drugs. There has 
no doubt been a great deal more 
occasion for that since the restric- 
tions that were imposed under the 
Harrison Act came into force. But it 
takes a great deal of smuggling to 
account for so hugh a difference as 
1,261,566 pounds a year. In any event, 
who knows how much was smuggled? 
Those who assert that drug addic- 
tion has increased do not know any 
more about it than anyone else. All 
we wish to point out is that there 
is no reliable evidence available 
which would give any basis for their 
astonishingly swteping assertions, 
while the known facts are very strong 
against them. 


It would be useful to be able to. 


present a table showing the actual 
number of addicts in the United 
States year by year for a couple of 
decades, but that is an utter impos- 
sibility. 

The most careful and plausible 
study of the subject is that of two 
Specialists in the United States 
Public Health Service, Drs. Lawrence 
Kolb and A. G. Dumez. 


SPECIALISTS’ FINDINGS

The Seal Beach field hesitated on 
its upward climb during the past 
week, apparently not quite decided 
whether to continue on to a new 
record, or to slip back.

In the 
meantime it hovers between °70,000 
and 75,000 barrels a day. 

The most interesting development 
in the field at present is the Gen- 
eral Petroleum tion’s Wasem 
No. 7 deep sand well, which prob- 
ably will be ready for a test late 
next week. The Wasem No. 7 has 
picked up what apparently is a third

deep production higher up on the 
structure. 

Practically all of the development 
at Seal Beach now is confined to 
the townlot area at Alamitos Heights, 
with the exception of the Asso- 
clated Oi] Company's development 
in the extreme eastern end of the 
field.
